as to excite the envy of men in othsr 
professions and businesses in North 
Dakota, Tax Commissioner C. C..Con- 
verse 'told the members of the Bar 
Association of North Dakota in ses- 
sion here ^oday. 
"Of the 510 lawyers in North Da- 


kota, only 40 percent of them had 
large enough net incomes so-that 
they were required to report them 
to the office of the state tax eom- 
missioner," Mr. Converse said. There 
were 206 lawyers constituting the 40 
percent that did make reports. Among 
this better paid class of lawyers, the 
a\ erase net income per year was 
|3,412, the speaker said. 
"As you all know, unless it be visit- 


ors, from outside the state, the ex- 
emptions under our state income tax 
law are $2,000 for a married man, 
plus $200 for each child, and the ex- 
emption for a single man is $1,000," 
Mr. Converse said. "The conclusion 
follows that 60 percent of oar law- 
yers are so poorly paid that their 
net incomes fall below these exemp- 
tion figures. Manifestly they are 
having their financial troubles with 
the present price of food, clothing 
and rent. What about their chil- 
dren ? How can they, on such incomes, 
assist their children in obtaining as 
good an education as they themseUes 
have?" 
A comparison »'-iows incomes or 


physicians in the state a little higher 
than lawyers, Mr. Converse 
said. 


While only 40 percent ofthe lawyers 
ire required to report, 
60 percent 


of the physicians are required to, 
and of those who do report, the av- 
erage net income is $3315, while the 
average net income of the lawyers 
is $3,412, he said.

liT the case of dentists-the tax 


commrssioner reported-tBat there are 
2.0 in the statej ofwhich number- 
186, or approximately BO ^percent, 
make incomes sufficient that they 
are required to report them for as- 
sessment of income-tax. Of those who 
do report, he said, tne averagrTier 
income is $2,926 from which, he said, 
"One may deduce the conclusion that 
the maximum income of dentists does 
not run as high in North Dakota as 
the maximum itfeome of doctors — 
lawyers."Maximum Incomes 


"As a matter of fact," the tax com- 


missioner continued, "the maximum 
net income of dentists runs from 
$6,000 to $8,000. In the legal profes- 
sion there are a few lawyers whose 
incomes are large enough to bring up 
the general average appreciably, al- 
though the maximums run 
frwa 


$10,000 to $20,000. The maximum in- 
come of physicians is much larger 
than that of lawyers, running fron 
$30,000 to as high as $60,000, and 
there are a number of nhysicians 
•whose incomes greatly exceed these of 
the lawyers who have the largest in- 
comes, thus, bringing up the aver- 
age income pf physicians. SoNmucn 
for a somparison which may be sum- 
med up in the statement that the 
lawyers are more poorly paid thai 
either dentists or physicians, 
and 


tmre the maximum income of lawyer* 
does not approach the maximum in- 
come of physicians." 


Turning to the causes of the smal' 


incomes of lawyers, Mr. Converse 
said that-there are both local causes 
and causes which are nation-wide 
Among such causes he noted fore- 
closure fees, saying that "these have 
been reduced to a point where fore- 
closure work might almost be classed 
as undesirable rfnd it is a fact that 
lawyers frequently find that their 
justice court work is more profitable 
than their foreclosure worfc Oae m»y 
•weH question whether it ia sound 
pnblie policy to reduce foreclosure 
fees to such a point that the pur- 
chaser of North Dakota mortgages is 
not protected in the payment of an 
adequate attorney's fee in case he 
is so unfortunate as to be obliged 
to foreclose on his security. The In 
1 adequacy of attorneys fees allowed 
in mortgage foreclosures cannot do 
otherwise than react unfavorably up- 
on the market for North

a mure cheerful tone than any re- 
ceived for some time. 


Many county agents report that 


corn is expected to be a better crop 
than it has ever been in the history 
of thrir counties. Some of the flint 
varieties are entirely past danger of 
frost and dent corn is beginning to 
uert. Corn throughout the state is 
passing out of the milk stage. Pota- 
toes are heavily vined but some of 
the agents find that there are rel- 
atively few tubers under the hills. 
However, this crop in general is very 


Wheat yields bear out a little bet- 


ter than the estimates of this crop. 
The average yield is from eight to 
ten bushels but the quality is very 
gocd in moat sections of the state. 
Kota wheat seems to be yielding 
better than other varieties. 


Rye is generally light in yield but 


fair to good in quality. Many rye 
fields were not threshed as it was 
felt that the crop would not pay 
threshing and harvest costs. Flax 
continues to look good in many sec- 
tions of the state. Late flax promises 
to yield better than the early variety, j 


Alfalfa seed-is not se.tting well and 


in many districts there will be but a j 
very light seed crop. In other sec- 
tions the second growth of alfalfa 
has been cut and the third crop is 
rapidly growing. Sweet clover is fur- 
nishing some seed but 
the 
cnief 


value of this crop to the farmers is 
its. feed value as pasturage. More 
than half of the county agents report 
that this legume is furnishing ex-! 
cellent pastures since the late rain*. 


In Kidder county plowing is 
in 


• full swing, the farmers taking ad- 


vantage of those days when thresh- 
ing was impossible because of thei 
rains. 
• 
. 
Wages paid by the farmers during 


the harvest andr threshing- varied 
from $3.00 to $4.00 per day although 
the usual rate was by the hour and 
many farmera-requiring-from-ten-to- 
twelve hours per day. Threshing costa 
in Towner county were estimated at 
40 cents a bushel for threshing .mar- 
quis wheat. 
Weather.throughout the week was. 


generally fair with some light local 
showers and with one or two coun- 
ties reporting hail which resulted in 
some crop loss. An interesting feature 
is the report from Towner county 
that the extra shoots and suckers 
resulting from the lost rains were 
lessening the chance of the corn crop 
coming to maturity before frost.. 


County reports from the various 


extension agents for the period end- 
ing last Saturday follow: 
MOETON—"Some farmers are not 


yet through harvesting. Wheat yields 
are from six to'15.-bushels. Quality, 
however, is very good. There are 
many fields of No. l.Dark Northern. 
Alfalfa growths have lodged badly, 
making it necessary to cut the crop 
for hay. Sweet clover is furnishing 
good pasture. Pocket gophers have 
done some damage in the fields. Corn 
is progressing, due to the continuing 
warm weather."—George H. Use, 
Mandan. 
GOLDEN VALLEY—"Harvest is 


completed this week. A few threshing 
machines are starting up. Labor is 
plentiful at $3 per day. The crop is 
not as good as was hoped. The qnav- 
jty, however, is not going to be bad".

PERFORMING A REAL SERVICE 
A year ha.s not pas.setl since the Association of Com­ 
merce was launched in one of the most successful member­ 
ship drives ever conducted in Bismarck. 
But in that time 
the Association has been working quietly and quite a record 
of accomplishment can be shown. 
First of all and as important a.s any of the specific 
accomplishments is the creation of a new civic spirit — a 
realization that there mu.st be city team work if big pro.jects 
are to be put over. 
Of course in every municipality there 
is some friction but this has been only an accelerator to 
accomplish the projects launched. 
Coming now' to a partial resume of the actual accomplish­ 
ments, some of which are direct and visible, others merely 
intangible in nature such as good will created through con­ 
tact with tourists, services performed through correspond­ 
ence and in many other ways that after all have an accumu­ 
lative power for city betterment as time goes on. 
First o f all the Association of Commerce has been a 
clearing house for many civic activities. It has sought and 
has accomplished to a great degree the coordination of effort 
in the city’s behalf as far as other civic bodies are concerned. 
Much duplication of effort and expense has been avoided 
under the guidance of this Association. 
A social registration bureau has been established which 
is actually functioning now and with the kind of manage­ 
ment already manifested, it is likely that there will be no 
necessity for a community chest drive this fall. Other plans 
‘are heintr worked out through the Association to cut down 
overlapping charUy effort and to restrict such aid to those 
actually nefdy and whose care is a proven obligation upon 
this community. In this effort the Red C^ross has been of 
inestimable assistance as well as the Burleigh County 
and the City Commission through public aid. 
The dairy circuit has been reorganized and is being 
watched closely by a special committee of the Association 
of Commerce.

A juvenile )jand is now an accompli.shed fact with its 
fifty or more members and a number of other registrations 
which will form the nucleus this fall for the beginners band.

During the recent session of the legislature many matters 
were c a r^ for through the close contact between the Asso­ 
ciation Board of Directors and the Burleigh county legisla­ 
tive delegation.

Through monthly forums the people of the community 
have found a common ground upon which to discuss matters 
of public interest and much good has resulted. 
Publicity for the city has not been neglected. Booklets 
have been distributed. 
Thousands of letters have been 
written. 'Through the expansion of the automobile tourist 
c^mp much favorable advertising has been given Bismarck. 
These and many other projects solidly launched can be 
credited to the driving force of the Association. 
As the first year draws to a close, it is imperative that 
ajl pledges of support be met promptly. 
This Association 
belongs to the whole membership. 
It is most democratic 
ia its scheme of organization. 
In the near future several 
directors retire and the members will be called to select their 
successors. It would be a fine plan to bar consecutive terms 
for directors so that there will be constantly the infusion 
of new blood into the executive board and a distribution 
among the great membership of an opportunity for city 
service.

College, and was then called upon to 
organize the Silver Street Kinder­ 
garten in San Francisco, the 
first 
free school of the kind west of the 
Rocky Mountains. 
Little was known of kindergarten 
work at the time, but the ideas of 
•Mrs. Wiggin soon began to attract 
wide attention, and it was not long 
before she was joined by Mrs. Sarah 
B. Cooper, the noted educator^ who 
assisted Mrs. Wiggin in forming the 
California 
Kindergarten 
Training 
School, which established more than 
60 schools for poor children in the 
west. 
Her first story, called 
"H alf a 
Dozen Housekeepers," had apgeared 
in 1878, before_ she thought of giving 
up teaching. iT was several years la t­ 
er that "The Story of Patsy”, 
and 
“The Birds’ Christmas Cijrol” were 
published and met with unexpected 
success. 
In 1888, Mr. and Mrs. Wiggin re­ 
moved to New York, where she pub­ 
lished 
"A Summer 
in a 


“Timothy’s Quest,” and "A Cathedral 
Courtship,” which were translated in­ 
to several foreign 
languages, and 
immediately became popular in E ur­ 
ope.

NEW TIPPLE CONSTRUCTED

$60,000 tipple, especially designed and 
constructed for the handling of lig­ 
nite co-il, has been installed by the 
W hittier Crockett Co., of 
this city.
